citizens, who desired a strictly non- 
partisan ticket placed in the field to 
conduct the muni< ipal affairs of the 
City of Reno 


The chairman 
called on Attorney 


cooks, the author of the Incorporation 
bill, to make a statement regarding tht^ 
alleged unconatitutionality of the act. 
Mr. Cooke gave it as his opinion that 
but one section, that treating on the 
Issuance of bonds at a special election, 
could be assailed on the grounds of 
unconstitutionality, and that it had al- 
ways been the custom in courts to de- 
clare unconstitutional just such por- 
tions as pre so and not the bill In Its 
entirety The balance of the law would 
unquestionably withstand any test.

In Reno yesterday afternoon, when 
the bodies of the two miners who 


perished in the Pyramid lake mine 
tragedy were brought to town and 
placed on slabs In the city morgue. 


Poor "Chick," as C- R. Johnson was 


familiarly calle~, was burned beyond 
semblance, almost, of human shape 
Both his arms and legs were gone and 
his face was unrecognizable. 
Only 


the familiar indentation In the back of 
his skull, the result of a previous ac- 
cident, enabled his friends to identify 
him. 


The body of "Blackie" Short was 


better preserved. The flames did not 
reach him and his features were not 
marred. 


Complete details of the disaster are 


now obtainable. 
It has been learned 


»hat Johnson and Shore were on duty 
in the Pyramid Lake Mining and Mill- 
ing company's property. 
They were 


pumping out the main shaft. 
The 


water had been lowered so far that 
in the morning a shift was to have 
been put on to continue sinking the 
shaft. 
Johnson was In charge of the 


boiler In the'shaft house that supplied 
the pump and Short was superintend- 
ing the working of the pump on the 
200 level. 


It was customary that when the 


pump was to be lowei ed the men were 
called and at least half a dozen miners 
assisted. In the task, but there were 
times when Mr. Short had to have Mr. 
Johnson's assistance and the two did 


1 the work without calling the other 
menthis was evidently what happened 
when the shaft 
house caught fire. 


I Johnson was undoubtedly down In the 
| shaft, as is evidenced by the candle- 
, stick found beside his body. He prob- 
ably saw the flames above him and at- 
' tempted to escape, but the smoke In 


he shaft house was so dense that he 
ell and was consumed by the flames. 
The body was lying on the face. One 
arm had been thrown about his fore- 
lead and one leg was bent under him. 
Shore wore peculiariBShges and the 


escue party tracked him". Their the- 
ory Is that he attempted to climb out 
and aftervards returned to the bottom 
of the shafe and then thought of the 
door in the upper level and tried again 


to reach that point, but he fell before 
he got to the door In the hundred foot 
level. 


He wag. also found lying face down 


ward over a little pool of water that 
he thought might protect him from the 
heat and gases. 


The cause of the fire is unknown, 


but as thes upply of fuel was running 
low there Is no reason to believe that 
the furnace was overheated. 
When the miners In the bunkhouse 


saw the flames they could not save ths 
building, which burned with great ra- 
pidity. 
The fire was seen at the J. & K. 


mine, four miles distant, and 
the 


miners tl^Bre hurried over and assist- 
ed in this work of putting out the 
fire, which had spread downward into 
the shaft and was consuming the tim- 
bers. 


The fire occurred about 2 o'clock In 


the morning, but'it was evening before 
the rescue party could penetrate the 
shaft. 


An hour later they came up wring- 


ing wet and nearly suffocated 
One 


of the party was rendered unconscious 
by the 
fumes. 
They brought with 


them Short's body. Restoratives were 
applied, but he was already dead 
from the effect of the heat and smoke. 


Coroner Updike, Mr. Norcross and 


Mr. Cutts arrived about dusk. 


An Inquest was held Immediately. 


The jury found that the deceaseds 
each came to their death in the man- 
ner above described. 
The" coroner is endeavoring to get 


into communication with the relatives 
of thp dead man. 
Mr. Johnson hae 


a wife and family in either Utah or 
Colorado, *but up to a late hour last 
night he J>ad not been able to hear 
from them. 
Mr. Short lived in

cabin in the Wedekiiyl district before 
going to Pyramid. 
He had a number 


of acquaintances, but no trace of his 
relatives has yet been obtained.
